They  cio  not  come  to  make  war  upon 
you,  but  to  fight  those  who  have  indu- 
ced you  to  take  up  arms.  Portuguese, 
awake  to  your  trite  interests.  What 
has  13 1 itain  done  lor  you  that  you  en- 
dure her  troops  on  your  native  soil  ? 
She  has  destroyed  your  manufactures, 
ruined  your  commerce,  paralized  vour 
industry,  for  the  sole  purpose  ©f  send- 
ing into  your  country  articles  of  her  own 
manufacture,  and  making  you  her  trib- 
utaries. What  does  she  do  at  present 
that  you  should  embrace  the  unjust 
cause  which  has  roused  the  whole  con- 
tinent in  arms  against  her  ? She  de- 
ceives you  respecting  the  issue  of  a 
campaign  in  whichshe  seems  determin- 
ed to  incur  no  risk.  She  puts  your  bat- 
tallions  in  advan  tagcou§_  posn 
however  disastrous  the  consequences 
may  be  to  you  ; and  to  complete  your 
mi:  fortunes  and  her  insatiable  ambition, 
she  sends  her  ships  into  your  ports  to 
transport  to  her  colonies  such  of  you 
as  may  escape  lrom  the  dangers  to 
which  she  has  exposed  you  on  the  con- 
tinent. Doc  s not  the  conduct  of  her  ar- 
my before  Ciudad  Rodrigo  sufficiently 
explain  te  von  what  you  are  to  expect 
fior.i  such  allies  ? Did  they  not  cncour- 
ttgc  the  garr  ison,  and  the  unfortunate  in- 
habitants of  that  fortress,  by  deceitful 
promises,  and  did  they  discharge  a sin- 
gle musket  to  assist  them  r Again  ; 
lately  have  they  placed  any  of  their 
troops  in  Almeida,  except  a command- 
er who  is  put  there  to  invite  you  to  as 
ill-judged  a resistance  as  that  of  Cindad 
Rodrigo  ? What  1 is  it  not  an  insult  to 
place  a Briton  thus  in  the  scale  against 
6000  of  your  countrymen  ! Portuguese, 
he  not  longer  deceived.  The  powerful 
sovereign  whose  laws,  strength  ar.d  ge- 
nius, receive  the  grateful  praises  of  so 
many  nations,  wishes  to  establish  your 
prosperity.  Put  yourself  under  his 

protection.  Receive  his  . troops  like 

friends,  and  you  will  find  security  both 
for  your  persons  and  property.  You 
are  hot  ignorant  of  the  miseries  of  war  ; 
you  know  that  they  extend  to  everv 
thing  that  is  most  dear  to  you,  your 
children,  relatives,  friends,  property, 
private  and  political  lives.  Gome  to  a 
determination  then  that  will  secure  to 
you  all  the  advantages  of  peace.  Re- 
main quiet  in  your  habitations  ; attend 
to. your  domestic  affairs,  and  consider 
those  only  as  your  enemies  who  excite 
you  to  a war,  by  every  event  of  which 
your  country  must  suffer.

Prom  ti  e Charleston  City  Gazette 

It  is  with  the  highest  satisfaction  wc 
learn  from  several  parts  of  our  own  state, 
and  from  Geoigia.  that  as  soon  as  tli 
late  conflagration  in  this  city  became 
known,  a disposition  was  every  where 
shewn  to  ameliorate  the  unhappy  situa- 
tion of  many  of  the  sufferers  by  it.  The 
benevolent  inhabitants  ot  the  city  of  Sa- 
vannah. in  the  course  of  a few  hours  c ol. 
lected  upwards  of  six  hundred  dollars. 
which  they  immediatelt  forwarded  t > the 
intend  nt  ; and,  since  the  receipt  of  that 
sum,  another  of  near  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars. has  also  been  received  irom  the  same 
gentleman  who  transmitted  the  former 
sum.  In  this'  city  the  subscriptions  have 
also  been  liberal  ; hut  vve  have  jufl  been 
informed  of  another  act  of  benevolence 
on  this  occasion,  which  certainly  reflects 
the  highest  honor  on  the  heart  and  feel- 
ings of  the  gentleman  who  is  the  author 
of  it.  When  the  papers  containing  the 
accounts  of  the  fire  reached  Genkral 
Hampton,  at  his  seat,  near  Columbia, 
he  immediately  directed  the  gentleman 
who  is  his  correspondent  in  this  city,  to 
subscribe  and  pay  for  him,  to  the  city 
council,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
sufferers  by  the  fire,  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars.  This,  in  itself,  was  a hand- 
some contribution  from  an  individual— 
but  the  General’s  desire  to  assist  the  un- 
fortunate did  not  stop  here.  When  he 
entered  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
it  was  generally  known  that  he  aid  so  en- 
tirely from  patriotic  motives,  and  that 
the  pay  and  allowances  due  hint,  inflead 
of  being  drawn  by  him  for  his  own  emol- 
ument, would  be  appropriated  to  some 
public  inftitution  ; but  when  he  heard  of 
the  late  calamity  which  had  befallen  the 
city,  it  is  to  he  presumed,  tnac  he  consid- 
ered that  it  could  never  be  better  applied 
than  in  relieving  those  distressed  by  it  ; 
he  therefore  immediately  drew  an  order 
on  the  Secretary  at  War,  for  the  amount 
due  him  for  his  services,  in  favor  ol  Paul 
Hamilton.  F.sq.  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  directed  him  to  transmit  the  amount 
which  is  upwards  of  six  thousand  dollars, 
to  the  intendant  of  Charleston,  to  be  ap- 
plied towards  relieving  the  sufferers  by 
the  fire. 

In  the  Boston  Chronicle  wc  find  the 
following  directionsgiven  by  a native  of 
Peru  for  the  treatment  of  the  valuable 
breed  of  sheep  of  Alcapas,  Vieunias  and 
Llamas,  particularly  of  the  two  former, 
as  practised  in  his  native  country 

,,  ,.rt:cicu  pro- 

portioned to  the  number  of  sheep  to  be 
kept,  and  of  sufficient  height  to  admit  a 
man  freely  without  stooping  ; for  in  this 
manner  they  are  better  sheltered  than 
if  the  building  were  higher.  The  floor 
should  be  slooping,  that  the  water  may 
run  to  its  drain.  The  shepherd  should 
not  turn  out  the  sheep  until  the  due  has 
been  dried  by  the  sun  ; for  this  injures 
them  very  much,  and  many  die  in  con- 
sequence of  eating  grass  vvlili  the  dew 
upon  it.  In  rainy  weather  it  will  be 
necessary  to  turn  themout  a little  while, 
to  take  their  food,  but  they  must  bb 
driven  in  again  as  quickly  as  possible, 
as  the  rain  is  very  prejudicial  to  them. 
Every  two  months,  a small  portion  of 
salt  should  be  given  to  them,  for.  this 
nourishes  them  much,  and  preserves 
them  from  various  insects.  They  are 
shorn  of  their  wool  once  a year,  care  be- 
ing taken  to  leave  it  at  least  half  an  inch 
long  upon  their  back,  that  they  may  be 
comfortable.  It  must  be  observed,  that 
only  a third  part  of  the  flock  are  first 
shorn  ; the  second  within  one  week,  S; 
so  on  with  the  remainder  ; this  process 
is  necessary,  in  order  that  they  may

NEUTRAL  RIGHTS. 

Case  of  the  schooner  Laura  Ann . 

On  the  15th  of  December,  1809,  the 
Laura-Ann  sailed  from  the  port  of  New. 
York  loaded  with  cotton,  hound  to  St. 
Sebastians.  Being  dismasted  in  a gale  of 
wind,  she  put  inco  Lisbon  on  the  16th 
January  last  to  refit.  When  ready  for 
sea  the  captain  was  notified  by  admiral 
Berkly  that  all  the  ports  in  Spain,  from 
Guyon  to  the  French  coast,  were,  bv  an 
order  in  council  of  the  24th  February 
last,  declared  in  a state  of  rigorous  block- 
ade. The  Laura-Ann,  then  proceeded 
for  the  port  of  Tonningen.  On  the  en- 
trance of  the  channel,  and  during  her 
passage,  she  was  frequently  boarded, 
strictly  examined  by  the  Britilh  ertiizers, 
ar.d  suffered  to  pass.  On  the  24th  April 
the  Laura-Ann  arrived  in  the  Eyder,  and 
on  the  30th  she  reached  Tonningen. 

The  commissioners  appointed  bv  the 
king  of  Denmark  to  examine  the  papers 
of  neutral  ships,  having  ordered  the  ves 
sel  away,  in  consequence  of  having  been 
in  the  port  of  Lisbon,  the  Laura-Ann. 
was  forced  to  seek  another  port  for  the 
discharge  of  her  cargo.  On  the  17th 
May  she  sailed  from  Tonningen  for  the 
port  of  Stralsund,  in  Swrdilh  Pomerania. 
On  the  6th  June,  then  in  the  Baltic.  Ihe 
was  brought  too  by  the  Britifli  frigate 
Pyramus,  commanded  by  captain  Da(h- 
wood,  in  company  with  several  other 
(hips  of  war.  Capt.  D.  boarded  the  Lsu- 
rn-Ann  himself,  examined  her  papers, 
and  not  finding  a Britifli  licence,  deman- 
ded where  it  was  ? Upon  being  informed 
that  it  was  a paper  which  the  American 
government  did  not  ackn®wlc,ij}t,  he 
plied.  “ dont  you  know  you  have  no  righJ 
to  trade  with  any  foreign  power  without 
firft  going  into  England  and  paying  your 
duties  ? However,”  added  he,  ” as  af- 
fairs are  in  a good  train  between  the  two 
governments,  I may  as  well  let  you  go’’ 
— Cant.  Dafliwood  then  quitted  the  schr.  ; 
V..J  1 j e_.  I_.f„re  he  hail, 

ed  from  his  boat  the  sloop  of  war  Prome- 
theus, saying,  “ Here  is  r.11  American 
who  . has  been  to  Lisbon.  Tonningen. 
and  five  or  six  other  places,  and  now 
wants  to^  go  to  Stralsund,  and  a:  many 
more.  lake  him  to  the  Minotaur  ; tell 
capt.  Barrett  I think  him  a good  prize. — 
Damn  him!  he  ought  to  be  sent  in  — 
Send  him  in  !”  I lie  Prometheus  sen;  her 
boat  to  the  Laura-Ann,  and  took  the 
captain  on  board  the  Minotaur.  A boat 
from,  the  Minotaur  wa'  sen;  to  the  Lau 
ra-Ann,  with  a prize  master  and  12  men, 
and  returned  with  the  second  mate  and 
10  men  ot  the  schr.  on  board  the  Mino- 
taur. The  capt.  of  the  Laura-Ann  was 
then  sent  back  to  the  schr.  and  on  the 
following  day  the  prize  master  received 
his  inftruction  to  proceed  to  London  for 
adjudication.  During  the  voyage  the 
vessel  expo  if  need  very  heavy  gales  of 
wind  ; and  from  the  ignorance  arid  un- 
skilful management  ot  the  prize  mister, 
was  so  strained  as  to  make  nearly  five 
feet  water  in  her  hold.  On  the  28th  ot 
June  the  Laura-Ann  arrived  at  Blackwall 
(vessel  and  cargo  in  a moff  deplorable 
(late)  and  being  libelled  was  tried  on  the 
2d  August,  before  Sir  William  Scott, 
who  after  a very  fliort  statement  of  the 
cause,  restored  the  whole  property,  or- 
dering, however,  the  claimants  to  p y 
cods,  ’*  justice  so  requiring  these  are 
the  very  words  of  Sir  Wm  Scott. 

On  taking  possession  of  the  vessel,  the 
captain  called  a survey,  which  was  ap- 
pointed at  Lloyd's  Coffee-House.  The 
surveyors  reported  the  schr.  was  much 
strained  ; that  the  foremaff  was  sprunrr 
and  that,  to  repair  the  damages  site  had 
sustained,  it  was  necessary  to  discharge 
the  cargo,  which  was  done  by  this  order. 
On  landing  the  cargo,  it  was  found  in  so 
damaged  a (late,  by  reason  of  the  sea- 
water in  the  vessel’s  hold,  as  to  render  it 
not  only  unfit  to  he  re-lhipp.-d,  but  ne- 
cessary to  make  immediate  sale  ( f it  on 
the  bed  possible  terms,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent a total  loss  of  the  property.

taken, trulling  to  fr.e  ignorance  or  fliprt 
memories  of  th  ir  leaders,  to  (late  that 
the  United  States  have'  never  p rote  (led  a- 
gainft  the  pripciple  of  paper  blockades. — 
We  affirm,  on  the  contrary;  that  the  U. 
-itates  have  never  ceased  to  contend  for 
the  true  definition  of  blockade,  the  legiti- 
macy of  which,  was  in  1804  officially  ac- 
knowledged by  the  Britilh  government, 
and  the  violation  of  it  declared  to  be  a 
grievance.  And  is  this  acknowh  dged: 
grievance  that  which  the  federal  ed.lors 
declare  Great  Britain  never  will  abandon  ? 
Are  her  own  official  acts,  disclaiming  the 
principle,  held  of  no  account  ? Or  is  the 
new  school  of  public  law.  one  of  whose 
Prominent  featuies  is  a total  disregard  oF 
neutral  rights,  more  to  their  tafte  ? Let 
them  give  general  publicity  to  the  official 
document  which  we  publifhed  a week 
ago— let  them  apprize  their  readers  that 
the.  Britilh  government  in  1S04,  through 
their  miniffer,  Mr.  Merry,  h.:s  denied  the, 
legality  of  any  blockade,  unless  io  res- 
pect to  particular  port?  actually  invested, 
even  in  which  case,  vessels  hound  to  such 
ports  ought  not,  they  acknowledge,  to  be 
captured  until  previously  warned  not  to 
enter  them  ; let  the  pecrrle  know  that  a- 
violation  of  this  principle  was  acknowl- 
edged to  be  a grievance,  of  which  th-  U.

(Sate  of  non-icterconrse  with  us,  it  will 
be  her  own  act  deliberately  performed, 
wuii  the  law  of  the  U,  Stries  before  bet 
l__a  law  irrevocable  too,  because  it  will 
have  been  acted  under  in  reLti/m  to  one 
[if  the  belligerents,  and  could  not  be  re- 
pealed without  such  a breath  oi  good 
faith  as  the  U.  States  will  not  be  guilty 
of,  wha'ever  example  may  have  been  set 
by  other  nations.

“ Its  powers,  as  defined  by  the  English 
lawyers,  eq  i ll  those  of  the  most  despotic 
monarchies  in,  any  part  of  the  world. 
By  p.rrliaiirunt  the  succession  to  the  crown 
can  he'regu!  ited,  the  eftablilhed  religion 
of  the  country,  and  even  the  constitution 
itself,  essentially  altered  ; nay,  its  power 
can  operate  up  in  i .seif  in  such  a manner 
as  to  lengthen  or  shorten  the  term 
of  its  sittings  ; the  laws'  of  every  de- 
nomination are  subject  to  its  authority, 
and  may  he  made,  reverfed,  or  altered 
according  to  its  determinations.  The 
liberties  of  the  people  therefore  entirely 
depend  on  this  powerful  assembly  ; and 
.if. by  anv  means  he  majority  should  be 
influenced  in  such  a manner  as  to  abridge 
or  evm  to  destroy  these  liberties,  theie 
could  he  no  redress  in  law,  but  would  be 
syffematically  enslaved,  and  that  more  et- 
nctually  than  under  the  greatest  de  pot  in 
the  world  Accordingly  it  was  a maxim  of 
thd  great  lord  treasurer  Burleigh's  in  the 
na  rile  of  queen  Elisabeth,  that  England 
could  never  be  ruined  butby  parliament.” 
How  far  parliament  have  sc  ed  for  the 
interest  of  the  people  must  be  judged  fr  m 
tile  history  of  the  , country .

The  blessings  of  Old  England. — Cob- 
hett,in  his  Weekly  Register  of  vheiiflof 
October  lalt,  came  out  boldly  againll  the 
celebration  ot  the  king  of  Great  Britain's 
reign  of  50  years,  and  represented  it  as  a 
curse  infiead  of  a blessing.  The  follow 
ing  reasoning  agiinft  the  jubilee,  as  it 
was  termed,  is  (h  ong  and  conclusive  : 

“ When  the  king  mounted  the  throne, 
the  debt  of  which  the  nation  pays  the  in- 
terell  in  taxes,  amounted  to  about  ninety 
millions  ; it  now  amounts  to  nearlv  seven 
hundred  millions,  &.  one  year’s  raxes  now, 
is  nearly  e rj ■ 1 ;, | to  what  the  whole  debt 
then  was.  The  poor  rates  of  England 
and  Wales  then  amounted  to  about  a mil- 
lion and  a quarter  annually  : 1 hey  now 
amount  to  more  than  six  millions  annual- 
ly. The  number  of  parilli  paupers  was 
then  about  two  hundred  thousand:  That 
number  is  now  above  twelve  hundred 
thousand.  When  his  r/'gn  began,  it  coll 
che  laboring  in-.n  five  days’  work  to  earn 
a build  of  flour  ; and  now  it  cnfls  him 
trn  days’  work  to  earn  a buiilel  of  flour  ; 
Sc  if  fie  happens  to  Have  three  children,  it 
• s,  upon  the  commit  ' run  of  wages,  utter- 
ly impossible  for  him  to  earn  bread  e- 
j Dough  for  his  family  to  eat,  tos,y  no- 
j thing  of  meat,  drink,  clothing,  fire,  and 
h use  rent.” 

What  wonderful  anomalies  do  we  see,  in 
commerce  ! What  extraordinary  revolutions

In  It 03,  Britain  professes  to  stint  her  ene- 
my in  every  branch  of  commerce — even  neu- 
trals shall  not  trade  with  him— in  1810,  she 
begs  for  French  licences,  and  drives  a trade  for 
herself-

A PROCLAMATION. 

A'.  1 1 EKE  AS  by  the  fourth  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress  passed  on  the  first 
day  of  May,  1 8 10,  entitled  “ An  act  con- 
ceming  the  commercial  intercourse  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Bri- 
tain & France  and  their  dependencies, 
and  for  other  purposes,’’ it  is  provided 
‘that  incase  cither  Great  Britain  or 
France  shall  before  the  third  of  March 
next,  so  revoke  or  modify  her  edicts  as 
that  they  shall  cease  to  violate  the  neu- 
tral commerce  of  the  United  States, 
which  fact  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  declare  by  proclamation,  Jc 
if  the  other  nation  shall  not  within  three 
months  thercaf'er  so  revoke  or  modify 
her  edicts  in  like  manner,  then  the 
third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth, seventh, eighth, 
ninth,  tenth,  and  eighteenth  sections  of 
the  act  entitled4  An  act  to  interdict  the 
commercial  intercourse  between  the  U- 
tiitetl  States  and  great  Britain  Sc  France 
and  their  dependencies,  ant!  for  other 
purposes,”  shall,  from  and  after  the  ex- 
piration of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  the  proclamation  aforesaid,  Lc  revi- 
ved and  have  full  force  and  effect,  so 
far  as  relate*  to  the  dominions,  colonies 


and  dependencies,  and  to  the  articles  heobhiin  from  the  commissioners,  a certificate 
the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of 
the  dominions,  colonies  and  dependen- 
cies of  the  nation  thus -refusing  or  ne- 
glecting to  revoke  pr  modify  hcr.edicts 
in  the  manner  aforesaid.  And  the  res- 
trictions imposed  by  this  act  shall,  from 
the  date  of  such  proclamation,  cease  & 
be  discontinued  in  relation  to  the  na- 
tion revoking  or  modifying  her  decrees 
in  the  manner  aforesaid 

And  whereas,  it  has  been  officially 
made  known  to  this  government  that 
the  edicts  of  France  violating  the  neu- 
tral commerce  of  the  United  States  have 
been  soGevokcd  as  to  cease  to  have  ef- 
fect, on  the  first  of  the  present  month  : 

Now  therefore,  I,  Jamks  Madison. 

President  of  the  United  States,  do  here- 
by proclaim  that  the  said  edicts  of 
France  have  been  so  revoked  as  that 
they  ceased  on  the  said  first  dry  of  the 
present  month  to  violate  the  neutral 
commerce  of  the  United  States;  and 
tbaf,  from  the  date  of  these  presents,  all 
the  restrictions  imposed  by  tlie  afore- 
said act  shttll  cease  and  be  discontinued 
in  relation  to  Franco  and  her  dependen- 
cies. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I have 
caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  hereunto  affixed 
and  signed  the  same  with

Sir- You  will  herewith  receive  a copy 
of  the  Proclamation  of  the  President  of 
the  U S.  announcing  the  revocation  of 
the  edicts  ot  France  w!mh  violated  the 
neutral  commerce  of  the  U.  S.  and  that 
the  rellrictions,  imposed  by  the  act  of 
May  ^1!,  laft,  accordingly  cease  from  this 
day  in  relation  to  Fiance.  French  armed 
vessels  may  therefore  be  admitted  into 
the  harbors  and  waters  of  the  U.  S any 
thing  in  that  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
ftanding. 

It  also  follows,  that  if  G.  Britain  fhall 
not,  on  the  2d  day  of  February  next,  have 
revoked  or  modified  in  like  manner  her 
edicts  violating  the  commerce  of  the  U 
States,  the  3d,  4th,  5th.  6th.  7th,  8th,  9th, 
10th,  and  18th  sections  of  the  “Act  to 
interdict  the  commercial  intercourse  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Brit- 
ain and  France,  and  their  dependenci  s, 
and  for  other  purposes,”  (hall  in  conform- 
ity with  the  act  firlf  above  mentioned,  be 
revived  and  have  full  force  ai  d effect,  so 
fat  as  relates  to  Greet  Britain  and  h-*r  de 
pendencies,  from  and  aftei  the  s id  ad 
day  ot  February  next.

on  whom  it  is  intended  to  operate,  would  like 
to  scrutinize  its  provisions,  in  order  that-  it 
may  be  prepared  to  airl  or  oppose  its  enaction 
PREA  BLE. 

VV sr.nr.ii,  owing  to  various  causea,  theuse 
of  ardent  spirits,  and  more  pai  ticularly  whisker , 
has  become  too  prevalent  in  this  common, 
wealth  : and  divers  good  citizens  have  impair 
ed  their  fortunes  and  constitutions,  by  th»  :n. 
.emperate  use  thereof,  and  have  become  so  de- 
ranged in  mind  as  nr  t tr.  be  si  nsihle  of  tlu-ir  do- 
graded  disguoting  s tuation,  nor  have  resolution 
to  reform  w hen  made  acquainted  with  it— and 
their  friends  not  having  the  legal  right  to  con-

Sec.  will  withhold  Irom  them  ail  kinds  of  spirit 
ous  liquors,  and  that  he  shall  furnish  employ- 
ment tor  the  poor  recreatees  who  arc  unable  to 
pay  for  their  support. 

Sec.  1 1.  Be  it  tur:/,cr  enacted,  that  tile  conn* 
ty  court  shall  annually  appoint  five  commissi- 
oners, whose  duty  it  slUli  be  to  attend  the 
house  of  recreation  once  a week  at  least,  du- 
ring the  year,  and  sec  that  the  law  is  duly  esc- 
cutcd,  and  that  the  governor  does  his  duty,  and 
report  annually  to  the  county  court— and  the 
said  county  courts  shall  appoint  trustees  from 
time  to  lime  to  take  charge  ol  the  estates  of  re- 
croatees  during  their  imprisonment.
